Arculll & Sons, Army Contractors, 
who was called’ as an expert wit- 
hess, substantiated ‘this. . 

An Important Case, 

Outlining the case for the pro- 
Secution, Mr. Whyte Smith, said 
that the case was that what’ they 


|| got. was not ghee so the definition 


of the word “ghee” is, accordingly 
Important, Counsel continued 
that he would like to submit that 
the. ‘case .jis an important 
case in view of the large 
Indian" community here and. in 
view of the fact that ghee is an 
important part of their diet.. His 
submission was, that’ ghee . is 
clarified"butter and nothing else. 
. Continuing, Mr. Whyte - Smith 
said, “Just as we can,go and’ buy 
butter or margarine, so can an 
Indian go and buy ghee and a 
vegetablé substitute ,or any other 
substitute.
